FLU MORE DEADLY 
WAR; 300,000 
VICTIMS IN U. S. A. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.— 


The record of “flu” ravages 


in the United States this fall 


is appalling. Since Sept. 15 
the deaths from influenza and pneu- 
monia in this country are probably 
four times as many as the total of our 


soldiers killed in the great war.“ 


Between 300,000 and 350,000 deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia have 
occurred among the civilian population 
of the United States in eighty days, ac- 
cording to estimates today of the pub- 


lic health service. 


These calculations 


were based on reports from cities and 
states keeping accurate records, and 
public health officials believe they are 


conservative. 


The epidemic still persists, but 
deaths are much less numerous, ac- 


cording to reports reaching here. A 


recrudescence of the disease now is oc- 
curring in many communities, but this 
is believed to be sporadic and not to 
indicate a general renewal of severe 


epidemic conditions. 


Insurance companies have been hard 
hit by the epidemic, government re- 
ports indicate. The government in- 
curred liabilities of more than $170,- 
900,000 in connectfon with life insur- 
ance carried by soldiers in army 
camps, not including those in Europe. 
About 20,000 deaths occurred in the

DETAILS U. WAR FINANCES 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4—The 


sinking fund to buy up Liberty bonds 
in an effoft to keep their price from 
falling far bélow par. Up to Nov. 1, 
it is shown, $244,036,500 worth of bonds, 
face value, had been purchased on the 
opén market for $234,310,000, or at an 
average price of about 96 per cent and 
subsequently held by thé treasury. Of 
this sum $172,445,000 were second Lib- 
erty loan bonds, of both 4 and 4% 
per Cent issues; $70,935,000 were third 
Liberty loan bonds, and $656,000 were 
first Liberty loan converted bonds. 

The report also showed that the war 
finance corporation, up to Oct. 31, had 
made loafis amotinting to $67,716,000, of 
which $29,863,000 had been repaid, leav- 
ing advances outstanding $37,852,000. 
Most of the loans, or $64,739,000, went 
directly to war industries. Public utili 
ties were the principal borrowers, While 
lumber companies, cbhl operators, man 
ufacturers, and stock raisers rank next 
in number of applications. :

Robertson Says Danger 
of New Epidemic ls 
Greater. 


Health Commissioner Robertson yes 
terday started a war on theaters for 
failing to observe the influenza pre- 
vention rules. He ordered four places 
closed. 
When the ban on theaters was lifted 
a few weeks ago, it was on the under- 
standing that the theaters would keep 
out “coughers” and “ sneezers,” an: 
that they would keep the places prop- 
erly ventilated. 

Six Theaters Closed. 
This has not been done, the commis- 
sion said, and he closed these the- 
aters: 
Premier, 1237 North Ashland avenue. 
Oak, 2000 North Western avenue 


Liberty, 1180 Milwaukee avenue. * 
American, 1252 Milwaukee avenue. 


“Some of the theater owners must 
have forgotten about the prevention 
order,” said Dr. Robertson. “The 
places closed will remain shut for some 
time. Orders have been issued to our 
health inspectors to close all theaters 
which failed to observe the rules.” 

“Although the influenza has been 
checked, it is not over, and some of 
the theater owners have thrown aside 


‘all precautions. All theater owners 


have been notified to observe the rule 
or their places will be closed.” : 
Situation Is Worse. 

Dr. Robertson offered figures to 

show that the influenza situation was 
growing worse instead of better. There 
were 273 new cases of influenza and 
fifty-four of pneumonia reported yes- 
terday. There were seventeen deaths 
from the former and fifteen from 
latter. 
1 noticed a lot of coughing while 
riding in a street car this morning,” 
said Dr. Robertson. “This is a dan- 
gerous thing. Don’t get close to per 
sons who cough or sneéze. 

“We don’t expect as many deaths 
from the new cases as we had when 
the epidemic was at its height a few 
months ago. The cases now seem mild - 
er, but there should be no let-down on 
the precautions.” 

Dr. Robertson again advised against 
the use of stimulants or opiates in the 


Chicago state hospital. He died at 
Elgin. One man, Roberts, was injured 
in a fight in Chicago and entered 
Dunning with a fractured skull. John 


Beattie, held for his death, was not 
and never had been an employé of 
Dunning. 

“Two were suicides, a decidedly 
small annual suicide rate for an in- 
sane hospital of 3,800 patients. Seven 
were due to causes for which the hos- 
pital was in no wise responsible, and 
which could not have been prevented 


a fall when the patient was trying to 
escape. The coroner’s jury did not 
even intimate the hospital or any em- 


ployé was responsible. 

“Three deaths are known to have 
been caused by assaults of fellow pa- 
tients. Three died of complications 
in which assaults by patients prior to 
death may have been contributory. 
Only one was caused, we believe, by 
an employé, and he was promptly ar- 
rested. 


“One patient died by submerging 
her nead under the water in a hydro- 
therapeutic bath. Coroner Hoffman 
suggests ‘humane restraint.’ This pa- 
tient was so restrained, and she either 
killed herself intentionally or accident- 
ally. Of the twenty deaths three prob- 
ably would have been prevented by 
the presence of more employés. 
“The department reiterates its dec- 
laration that the sole difficulty at Dun- 
ning is shortage of help and the deplet- 
ed force of experienced people, aggra 
vated in the last few weeks by the 
influenza epidemic which prostrated 
scores of employés. The entire force 
of the institution had to be centered 


in taking core of sick employés and 
patients. 
“The shortage of help was due sole- 


tly to the demands of the nation for 


men and women in the military serv- 
ice and no other cause.”
